JULY FOURTH LAW 


The follow ing portion of 
the new 
law regarding Ju ly Fourth celebration 
is of in te re s t: 


Section I 
Be it enacted, etc., th a t; 
it shall be unlaw ful for any person to 1 
set off. fire or m ake use of, for the p u r­ 
pose of explosion, any fire cracker over 
six inches in 
length,

cracker to the length of three and one 
half inchea, over one inch in diam eter . 
or to set off, fire or explode, 
in 
any 
county in this com monwealth, any fire 
crackers or fire works containing picric 
acid or prorate*, 
dynam ite, or other 
high explosive com pound.or to explode 
any blank cartridge, pellet, or tablet 
containing 
d y nam ite or 
other 
high 
explosive compound, 
when 
used 
in 
pistols, hollow canes, or any 
toy for 
explosive purposes. 
Anyone violating 
the provisions of this act sh a ll,on c o n ­ 
viction before any alderm an, magi* 
Irate, or just iou of the peuce, be deem ­ 
ed g u ilty of disorderly conduct, 
aud 
shall he fined not tnor# 
than twenty 
five dollars, and,

Pa., June 2 9 —Phyal- 
cians hold out little hope for the re­ 
covery cif Philip

THEIR WORST ENEMY. 
As has Peen remarked a number of 
times before Iii these notes, the newly 
set apple orchards throughout all the 
north central stales have no enemy, 
that inflicts greater damage than the 
white borer, which hatches from eggs 
deposited by the liorer beetle on the 
iruok at or Just above the surface of 
the grouud. 
lf not disturbed it makes 
its home beneath the hark covering a 
period of two full years, wheu it 
emerges from the trunk hs a mature 
beetle. 
The damage which two or 
three of these lusty Uirers can do to 
thrifty trees is sickening to the one 
who has set them out with high ex­ 
pectations and bus tnkeu much pride 
in caring for them. 
As a preliminary^ 
to putting the borers out of business 
any grass or weeds should lie removed 
from the trunk of the brees. 
One. 
should then make a close Inspection* 
of each 
trunk, scraping the earth! 
away close to the trunk to the depth 
of an Inch or an inch aud a half. 
The 
presence of tile newly batched borer 
is often indicated by a drop of brown 
Juice exuding from the burk. 
As It 
grows lls excreta Is a tine brownish 
pulp. 
In case this does not np|H*ar ou 
the surface the borer eau often he lo­ 
cated by a flat dead or hollow spot In 
Hie bark. 
The young borers will he 
found near the surface aud the older 
ones farther In, some of which will 
have to tie reached wit Ii a piece of 
wire or a pliable twig. 
It Is well to 
go over the orchard several times dur­ 
ing the growiug season, as oue Inspec­ 
tion seldom gets all of the offenders. 
Fainting the trunks of the trees with 
a lime wash in which a generous sup­ 
ply of carbolic acid has linen added 
will kill many egg* and the newly 
hatched grubs, hut ought not to tie re­ 
lied u|ion entirely.
